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FRUITS AND NUTS AS FOO.

The Department of Agrieiiiture tas 


for several years been copii aag « a 


series, of experiments tog 
the dietary value of differed’, 

Nine dietary studies and thintyeone 
digestion experiments wipe, carried 
on. In the majority of the dietary 
studies and all but one of the diges- 
tion experiments fruit and nuts con- 
stitute all or almost ail of the diet. 

The result of the investigation 
emphasize the fact that beth fruit 
and nuts should be considered as 
true foods rather than food acces- 
sories. The subjects were two wo- 
men, three children, two elderly 
men, and two universary students. 
The men all did hari manual labor 
during a part of the time, the stad- 
ents working to support ‘themselves 
while pursuing their studies. 

The fare given in these experi- 
ments was in every case one that 
would appeal to any normal appetite, 
It embraced honey, tomatoes, appies, 
bananas, cantaloupe, verdal.

to 30 cents. It was found that‘the 
food eaten supplied about 68 per cent 
of the protein usually secured by the 
average meat diet, while-health and 
strength continued the same, if not 
improved, and in two or three cases 
there was a slight gain in flesh aid 
weight. 

One of the chief objects of the 
series of.experiments was to furnish 
data as to the value of nuts as food. 
Fruits furnish little protein, and nuts 
are relied on in the fruitariah plan of 
eating to balance the ration, Fruits 
are rich in carbo-hydrates and nuts 
in fat. A pound of ts, which 
costs 7 cents, furnishes 1,000 calories 
of energy at a cost of 3 1-2 cents and 
protein at a cost of 36 cents a pound. 
A porterhouse steak costs for the 
same results respectfully 22 1-2 cents 
and $1.31, when the steak can be 
bought for 25 cents a pound. 

The average price per pound of the 
protein of nuts ranges higher than 
the corresponding average of meats, 
but the cost per pound of peanut 
protein is lower than for meats, 
fish, eggs, milk, dairy produces, and 
prepared cereals. The ‘orly foods 
which furnish protein at a less cost 
than peanuts are flour and dried 
beans. According to Prof. Jaffa’ s, 
experiments, nuts are the chespest 
source of energy for the fruitarian, 
the peanut ranging al cba J 
other variety. 

Although peanuts supply protein 
and energy for a smaller-sum than 
bread, they are outranked by dried 
beans, which, at 5 cents a pound, 
will supply for ten cents over 200 


grammes of protein and 3,040 calories 
of energy..

Crime, in its various gradations, 

{T always be with us. We may 
vw ive, legistate, condemn, imprison, 
evette- but the combined cffecis 
wt not be to deter the people who 
are cenimivally inclined from giving 
“ov to that nnal instinct within 
2 Yt. 

The history of crime against the 
people tems with the history of 
reributive injustice by the people 
ccainst the criminal. He is not 
looked upon by his feluwmen as a 
human being endowed with the fac- 
undies ¢f humanity and filled with 
that which might, under different 
conditions, have made hira a different 
inslividuality. On the contrary, ke 
has been hounded by the men, and, 
in tow many cases, ionized by a cer- 
tain class of women. | 

One of the great 
criminal craves is not Le 
it as the child seeks its mother's 
treast. Bereft of the notoriety feat- 
ures. crime would be far less attrac- 
tive and fewer would be perpetrated. 

A study of the criminals who have 
fcured prominently before the world 
in the past few years, will demon- 
strate the fact that the thirst for 
netority has been one of the domi- 
nant features of thecase. The writer 
saw Czolposz a few minutes 
atter he had shot McKinley. In his 
face was a bravado, still there was a 
self-satisfied air that showed plainly 
that he was enjoying the sensation 
he was creating far more than he 
wus fearing the effects of it. When 
they begin to realize the position 
they have placed themselves in they 
are far from the public gaze and their 
craven acts are kept in the inner 
sanctity of the prison, or the bravado 
uf their act is held to the front to hold 
them in the position of heroes. 

The trial is made a spectacular 
drama; the sentence, even to death, 
is made a ‘grandstand play,” and 
the finalé, when it comes to that, is 
dramatically portrayed in the press 
and heralded to the world. Vain, 
deluded, imitators, lacking the real 
knowledge of the position, anarchists, 
societies of criminals, etc., call them 
martyrs and heroes and sometimes 
reise monuments to them. 

Spies. Parsons, Schwab, Giteau, 
Pooth, Czolgosz, and numerous others 
ot the class have been practically 
canonized by the people with whom 
they have associated in days previous 
to theit crimes, and their present-day 
ihitators. 

The people as a whole are respon- 
> ole for this but the publishers of 
ioe news papers worst of all. The 
uurst for “scoops”. and sensation 
bas opened the way for anything that 
vill give a paper a little lead in the 
wav of catering to sensationalism, 
ani they spare no pains or expense in 
xı tting ail the harrowing details at 
ine earliest moment.

WORK OF THE YEAR. 

During the year we have held 318 
meetings, which is an average of six 
and one-half meetings per week for 
the eptire time including the month 
of our vacation. 

We organized 24 new societies, 
reorganized and reinstated 5 more, 
making a total of 29 societies added 
to the list, which is two more than 
we organized last vear. 

In 25 of the towns that we visited 
no public work was being done before 
we organized these societies. Nearly 
every one of them are row holding 
regular meetings and doing good 
work. 

The average membership of these 
societies is 30 and the total member- 
ship is S40. We have also been 
instrumental in adding new members 
to several other societies that we 
have visited. | 

With the exception of five places, 
we organized and chartered every 
town we visited where no society 
existed before. 

We left 60 active societies in the 
65 towns that we visited. Some of 
these societies we visited twice.

Nearly all of the societies that we 
have organized in the last three years 
are alive and active. They need the 
attention and assistance of the state 
and Nationa! Associations. 

Every local society should be 
visited by the national and state mis- 
sionaries as often as possible. This 
would encourage the workers, inter- 
est investigators and others im our 
organizations, add members to the 
local societies and help the eause in 
zeneral. This can and probably will 
be dene as soon as the Spiritualists 
provide sufficient funds to make it 
possible, 

Fellow delegates, it is plain to be 
seen that many missionaries are need- 
ed to carry the truths of Spiritualism 
to the people and to bring them into 
the folds of our organization. 

Wherever we have been the Spirit- 
ualists have received us gladly and 
have treated usrovally. Their words

pathy have been a source of x 
tion and a great sustaining 


us in the performance of the asdious pidhpete 
duties incident to the missionary pad 


work. 

The Spiritualist missionary leads 
a truly ‘‘strenuous life” but the 
results of his labors fully compensate 
him therefor. There are so many 
whose souls are enhungered that 
must be fed, so many mourning ones 
to be consoled, so many doubts to be 
dispelled and so many tears to be 
dried. Your missionaries find them 
every where and through the mission- 
arie’s efforts these people are receiv- 
ing the blessings that Spiritualism 
furnishes in such abundance. 

THE CHURCH. 

We have met with very little oppo- 
sition in our work this year. The 
Christian church is becoming more 
tolerant in many places, though we 
were obliged to pass by several towns 
because the Christians (?) refused to 
rent halls to their neighbors to be 
used for Spiritualist meetings. 

Occasionally we were permitted to 
hold our meetings in Christian 
churches, 


NEWS PAPERS. 

The news papers have almost in- 
variably treated us with courtesy 
and respect. publishing our notices 
and often lengthy reports of our 
meetings. 

EXPOSERS. 


We have not come in contact. with 
as many ‘“‘exposers ” of Spiritualism 
this vear as heretofore. These “ex- 
posers” so-called have always in- 
spired the Spiritualists to. greater 
activity, and after witnessing the 
cheap tricks of these montebanks the 
people become anxious to investigate 
the true phenomena and teachings of 
Spiritualism.
